REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method of forming a moisture reactive 
hot melt adhesive (and the formed hot. melt) by first forming a hydroxyl-functional prepolymer 
as claimed in step a), admixing the prepolymer and additional second components as claimed in 
step b) to form an admixture, and reacting the admixture to form the hot melt adhesive. Jacobs 
teaches forming a hydroxyl-functional prepolymer substantially as claimed in step a) and 
admixing the prepolymer and additional second components including water substantially as 
claimed in step b). However, there is no teaching or suggestion that the prepolymer and all of 
the additional second components other than water are formed into an admixture that is allowed 
to react prior to adding the water such that there is no teaching or suggestion of forming a 
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moisture reactive hot melt adhesive of the type claimed in Jacobs, it being noted Jacobs 
specifically teaches the water is added to the admixture prior to adding all of the claimed second 
components such that a dispersion and not a moisture reactive hot melt adhesive is produced 
(Column 10, lines 63-65 and Column 11, lines 9-13 and the examples).
